DANGERS OF FREE SILVER. 



The following address to the Demo- 
crats of Kentucky has been issued by 
the connnittoo appointed at the meet- 
ing of sound-money Democrats held at 
Louisville Wednesday 

Louisville, Ky., April 30, 1896.— 
To (he Democrats of Kentucky : The 
time for earnest and aciive work is 
again upon us. Momentous questions 
which directly concern every family 
iu the land are before us. The future 
of our party and welfare of our coun- 
try demand our wisest action. Wo 
have beeu divided upon one issue of 
supreme importance, which wo should 
not and can not avoid or postpone. 

"Our civil war left us with an un- 
saticfactory monetary system. To 
meet the expenses of the war our Gov- 
ernment issued legal teuder paper 
money, which fell below par and 
drove both gold and silver out of cir- 



the currency by the expulsion of gold 
from circulation. Only those are 
practical bimetallisU who desire the 
concurrent circulation of both gold 
and silver coins' of equal purchasing 
power. They are guided by the his- 
tory of their own country, by the laws 
of trade, and by the unbroken exper- 
ience of the world. They challenge 
the advocates of free sliver to answer 
the following propositions : 

"First— That there Is not a free- 
coinage country in the world today, 
that is not on a silver basis. 

"Second— That there is not a gold 
standard country in the world to-day, 
that does not use silver as money 
along with gold. 

'Third— That there is not a silver- 
standard country in the world today, 
that uses anv gold as money along 
with silver. 

"Fourth — That there is not a silver 
standard country in the world today, 
that has more than one-third as much 
money in circulation per capita as the 
United States has, and 

"Fifth— That there is not a silTer- 
standard country iu &m »«.'.« today, 
where the laboring man receives fair 
pay for his day's work. 

The free and unlimited coinage of

stable cuneucy, Congress prepared 
for the resumption of specie payment. 

"The first step in that direction was 
the act of which formally recog- 
nized the fact that gold had been our 
standard of value and the basis of our 
monetary system since 1834, and, 
therefore, declared the gold dollar to 
be the unit of value. 

"Then followed the act of 1875, 
which fixed January 1, 1879, as the 
day for the resumption of specie pay- 
ment. In the meantime the personal 
interest of the silver miners aud the 
exigencies of party strife dragged the 
money question into politics, where it 
has remained. The country now de- 
mauds a settlement. It has suffered 
enough and now proposes to bring the 
question to a final issue. 
"What will be the position of Ken- 

For or against sound money ? For or 
agaiust free silver and a depreciated 
curremy? For or against the teach- 
ings of Jefferson, Jackson, Webster, 
Calhoun. Benton, Tilden and Cleve- 
land? For against every Democratic 
.Administration from the organization 
of the party? For or against Car- 
lisle? More than all, for or agaiust 
the honor of the nation aud the pros- 
perity of the people ? 

"Be not deceived by the delusive 
claim of the advocates of free silver 
that they are striving for bimetallism. 
We do not impugn their motives, but 
if they accomplish their avowed pur- 
pose, and secure freo and unlimited 
" coinage of silver at the present; ratio, 
or any ratio materially less than the 
commercial ratio between the two 
metals, they will not accomplish bi- 
metallism but silver monometallism. 

"The silver dollar is to-day worth as 
much as the gold dollar, because it is 
the declared policy of the Government 
(o preserve the parity of the coins of 
the two metals. The credit, therefore 
of the Government, in short its gold 
indorsement upon oacli dollar, makes 
the two of equal purchasing power . 

"The immediate effect of a free- 

ornment io abandon its present policy 
of preserving the parity between the 
two metals. This done the coined 
metals ot tho countrv would at ouce 
assume their bullion value and no 
more, and gold as the undervalued 
money would disappear. 

•'The Democrats who demand the 
iiijiuienanoe of the existing standard 
of value arc opposed to contracting 



upon the Democrats of Kentucky. It 
should not be confused with any 
other matter. No other question, per- 
sonal or political, State or national, 
should enter into and confuse the con- 
sideration of this subject, 

"The great questions are, shall the 
existing standard of ralue be main- 
tained. Shall the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver be Indorsed or con- 
demned? Shall our country be hen- 
ored or dishonored ? Shall it main- 
tain its commanding station in the 
family of nations? or shall it sink to 
the level of Mexico and China? 

"These are the questions fellow-citi- 
zens, which you are called upon to 
consider and pass upon. There can 
be but one answer : Maintain the ex- 
isting standard of value and condemn 
the free aud unlimited coinage of 

"Let the Democrats of Kentucky 
make their declarations in plain and 
unequivocal language. If our State 
is to be made the battle ground by the 
firo-B.iver leaders of Missouri, Colora- 
do and Nevada, let us go forth to make 
and win the fight in the solemn con- 
victiou that wo will in this way, aud 
in this way only, reunite and rehabili- 
tate our party and put it in line with 
the best interests of our common 
country.

mercial ratio means, not a gold and 
silver currency, not a bimetallic cur- 
rency, and a silver standard. The 
free-silver Democrats may not intend 
to establish the silver standard, but 
their intention will not determine the 
result. Their intentions are doubt- 
less good, and we impute to thorn no 
bad faith, but the facts of history and 
the laws of trade are against them . 
They are mistaken. They have form- 
ed their opinions from the assertions, 
declarations and speeches; made from 
the political aud not from the econom- 
ic standpoint . Free silver may have 
been useful, however ill advise', as a 
weapon iu political warfare. The 
question must now, however, be con- 
sidered on its merits as a money ques- 
tion, as a business question, and must 
be considered in Congress as well as 
on the stump as a living, pressing, 
legislative questiou . It has beeu es- 
timated that free aud unlimited coin- 
age of silver will contract our currency 
to less than 40 per cent, of its present 
volume and efficiency. There will 
come in due time inflation and all the 
long iraln of evils aud hardships 
which the history of tho world shows 
have always been inflicted by a de- 
preciated currency.

How to Peed Orchards- 

A system of manuring for e.ilti 
vating orchards, based upon the 

limited data at our disposal, may 

be outlined as follows: To provide 
vegetable matter and to improve 
the physical quality of poor soils, 
apply yard manure once in four 
year's, in fall or winter, at the rate 
of five to ten tons per acre. To aid 
in the decomposition of vegetable 
matter and to insure a sufficiency 
of lime as plant food, apply 26 
bushels per acre once in five years. 
To provide, in addition, an abun- 
dance of all forms of the available 
plant food at the time of need for 
development of the tree and fruit, 
apply annually chemical fertilizers 
in the following proportions : Nit- 
rate of soda 100 lbs, S. C. rock 
superphosphate 100 lbs, ground 
bone 200 lbs, muriate of potash 200 
lbs. The amount to be applied de 
pends on the character of the soil 
the kind of fruit, and the age anc 
vigor of the trees; these given per 
haps mark the minimum. By th< 
introduction of crimson clover, w< 
have a plant admirably adapted to 
cheaply supply nitrogenous vegeta 
hie matter for orchards, and its 
growth is to be recommended 
wherever the plant can be success- 
fully grown, instead of the use of 
barnyard manure.— Director Voor- 
hees'of the N. J. Experiment Sta- 
tion to the Massachusetts Horti- 
cultural Society.

Enropean Crop Situation. 
The generally satisfactory of 

farming operations in Kugland, 

writes our London special corre- 
spondent, also prevails on the Eu- 
ropean contineut, from no part of 
which come complaints. The out- 
look, which was so bad in Tunis, 
has been latterly much altered, 
rain having fallen abundantly, w it h 
the result, that fairly good cropa 
are now regarded as most probable: 
at one time there seemed to be 
great likelihood of everything being 
■ t. In Asia Minor the barley 
rvest is just about beginning, 
1 an average yield is expected. 
During May the cutting of wheat 
will commence, and prospects for 
this grain are also considered to be 
good. The reports from India is- 
sued officially show that the out- 
run is likely to be Jess than last 
year , possibly to the extent of 20 
per cent, so that during the current 
year India may not be expected to 
be an extensive shipper of wheat. 

The general price of British 
wheat is now lower than it has 
been for at least three months, aud 
there appears little likelihood of 
any advance occurring in the cargo 
markets. The quantities on offer 
are not particularly heavy, but 
there is nothing lively in the trade; 
California wheat is worth from 82 
to 73c per bushel. Mixed Ameri- 
can corn remains unchanged at 4G^ 
cent! for .June or July delivery. 
Barley shows a slightlv hardening 
tendency, American oats 37 cents. 
During the 31 weeks of the present 
cereal season the imports of wheat 
into the U. K. have been about 2| 
millions of bushels less than in the 
corresponding period of last year, 
but Hour has shown a considerable 
increase, and corn an enormous 
growth (not less than 23,000,000 of 
bushels) ; it is somewhat surpris- 
ing that values have not fallen to a 
greater extent than they have. 
There has been also a considerable 
drop in the quantities of barley and 
oats. Prices of wheat in the Paris 
market are 9o> cents, Antwerp 79* 
cents. Berlin 11.03 and at Amster- 
dam 72 cents. Alfalfa seed in the 
Paris market ranges from $3.75 to 
$4 per bushel for ordinary qualities, 
but Providence seed ranges ns high 
M*4.60.

The surgeon bount* 
up the wound and then began talking 
with the patient, He learned eventu- 
ally, from document ry evidence, that 
the man was born in 1757, during the 
gu of K npress Elixabath, and thero- 
•e is 139 years old. The old man, 
whose name it Catlttio, said he was 
a native ot Moeow, and from his 
twentieth to his eighty-sixth year had 
been a coachman. In his eighty -sixth 
year, however, ho had upset his mas- 
ter, a Count, and the Count's brother 
had hurt hoth.seriously and had been 
Wilt 10 Siberia, where he had lived 
mil 1893. In that year he decided to 
return home and ho arrived iu Mo-t- 
in 1894. Ho at onco started for 
Kieff on a pilgrimage, from which he 
had just come back. He was much 
grieved to Hud that all the friends of 

tusmiu's eyesight is undimtned 
his hearing is good, and lie is a splen- 
walker, as his pilgrimages have 
shown. Up to his 134th year he has 
never tasted whiskey, but now he 
allows himself an occassional drink.'' 



Spray Now to Prevent Ripe Rot 

The most serious fungus, whicli has 
made its appearance only the last tour 
or five years, is the ripe rot of the 
grape. Jit ap.e rs will the first 
rains in fall, but 1 have no doubt that 
its spores remain dormant the whole 
year, and are only called into life by 
the first showers. It spreads rapidly, 
aud damages especially the red wine 
grapes, as it effects the color and 
tannin. I believe that timely spray- 
ing with bordeaux mixture will prove 
a preveutive agaiust this as against 
the blank and bitter ret in (he east, 
whicli we do not know here. At least 
it should be tried, and as it is both 
cheap and expeditious, no one ought 
to neglect it. The formula for the 
mixture has been giveu so often that 
I need not repeat it here, aud th 
whole apparatus, a hand pump with a 
short hose and Verniorel nozzle, to- 
gether, together with the ingredients 
to spray live acres, whicli a mau can 
easily do in a day, need not cost over 
$10, labor and nil included. Moreover, 
it acts as a partial fertilizer, and keeps 
the foliago fresh and green. But the 
sooner it is doue the easier and more 
complete will be the application.— 
George Husmann, Napa county, Cal .

Grand Excursion to Louisville 

On April 1st the Chesapeake 
Ohio railroad, through the comple- 
tion of the Shelbyville cut-on", 
came a terminal line at Louisville. 
Double daily vestibule trains are 
run in each direction with through 
service between Washington and 
Louisville via Lexington. Trains 
are limited vestibule throughout, 
and the trains at night are lighted 
by electricity. Only two stops, 
viz., at Frankfort and Shelbyville, 
are made between Lexington and 
Louisville. 

It is for the purpose of introduc- 
ing this new independent short 
line that the Chesapeake & Ohio 
announces a popular priced excur- 
sion to Louisville, Friday, 
May 15th, tickets being good on 
limited express leaving Mt. Ster- 
ling at 7:05 a. m., reaching Louis 
ville at 11 a. m. Tickets will be 
good returning on train leaving 
Lrmisvilleat 1:80 p. m„ May 1.1th, 
or 8:30 a. m„ May 16th. Stope 
will be made in each direction at 
Thompson, Hedges and L. & E. 
.1 unctions. These three stations 
are the only ones outside of Mt. 
Sterling from which excursion rates 
ill apply on May 15th. This is a 
guarantee against crowded trains. 
It is an unusual thing for a rail- 
nad company to make popular 
priced excursions by vestibule Uni- 
ted trains, but in this case it is 
done for the purpose of giving the 
a taste of the superior reg- 



only 15 knits. And there is good 
reasou to boleive from some prelimi 
nary work of the Oregon that she will 
be quite worthy in speed of her Atlan- 
tic coast mates, while the Indiana 
steams so well in regular service as to 
give the impression that she could re- 
peat the 15: 61 knots of her trial trip or 
surpass it. 

Speed is not the prime factor in 
these three coast-liue battleships; for, 
since their purpose is to fight rather 
than to run. tho emphasis with thoni 
has been laid upon armor and arma- 
ment, rather than upou speed and 
coal endurance. Yet neither of 
theso latter features has buen negloct- 
ed, and the trial runs of Lhe Massachu- 
setts and her mate show that they 
have all the speed we could ask. 
course, with battery power and pro- 
tection at the maximum, as in their 
case, all the aditional speed thov can

ed to. cruise whorever they may be 
leeded, though primarily coast-line 
hips. 

I11 the case of the Iowa, 16 knots is 
the guarantee, as she is of a little 
different type, the seagoing battle 
ship. She has considerably greater 
eiigino power, with about 1,000 tons 
of aditional displacement, and nobody 
will be surprized to find her beating 
17 knots on her trial. Her battery is 
not as heavy as that ot the Massachu- 
setts, as she carries four 12-inch guns

six 4-inch guns where the latter has 
four 6 Inch . The water-line belt, too. 
is 14 inches thick, against the 18 
inches of the Massachusetts, But she 
has a higher sustained speed and a 
greater steaming radius, and she has 
also a greater length of belt armor mid 
her heavy guns are carried higher. 

The question now arises whether 
the six new ships of the line should not 
be well up to the standard of the 
Massachusetts in speed. The Kear- 
sarge acd Kentucky are classed as 
"seagoing, coast-line battle ships" on 
Chief Constructor Tichbourn's list, 
iiiting tho Iowa and Indiana 
. Yet we And that while the 
iudicated horse power of the Iowa is 
designed to be 11.000, that of the 
Kearsarge and her mate is only 10, 
000. It is true that the horse power 
of the Indiana class was fixed for 
9,000, but they are of 1,237 tons less 
displacement than the Kearsarge. 

the Indiana actually (level 
oped 9.738 horse power, and the OA 
official account ot Saturdays trial 
gives the Massachusetts over 10.000. 
Perhaps the Kearsarge and her mill 

power for which they have been de 
signed. At all events it would In 
worth while to keep up in the foui 
newest vessels the speed which the 
the Indiana class has reached. It 
has thus far been said that 15 knot* 
only would be exacted of them. Ii 
may be well to remember, however 
that, the premium system for extra 
as now been abandoued, no 
extra outlays by the contractors to 
secure such speed. 

For vessels designated to operate 
the same squadron, uniformity in the 
various classes is now much prized. 
It we could teel that our nine first- 
class battle ships could all be relied 
upon for trial speeds of from 15:5 to 
16 knots at the lowest, the result 
would be gratifying, not only in the 
practice exercises of as many of them 
as might be contained in the same 
fleet, but in their operations in actu; 
campaigning against an enemy. The 
results of the trials of the Indiana 
the Massachusetts are not only s 
factory in themselves, but also shed 
light on the problem ot what horse 
power must bo given to their success- 
ors in order to addevo about the same 
speed.— New York Sun.

To prevent injury lo fruit from in- 
sects and fungous diseases, s»vsthe 6t. 
Louis Journal of Agriculture.from four 
or live sprayings are necessary. Iu a 
general way it may be said that the 
first spraying should be given when 
buds begin to swell, the second, just 
Defore flowers open ; the third, when 
last flowers aro tailing; the fourth, 
ten or twelve days later ; fifth, ten to 
fifteen day later. 

At the present writing, fruit trees in 
many localities are in bloom, and two 
•prayings have, presumably, been 
Jiven. Out of respect tor the bee% 
and for other reasons, no spra>lng 
should bo done while the blooms are 
on. But as soon as the blooms fall, a 
third spraying of Bordeaux mixture 
should be given for apple acrab, bitter 
rot and biting insects; for fungous 
diseases of grape, and biting insects; 
for fungous diseases of nursery stock, 
peach, nectarine and apricots; for 
pear leaf blight, fungous disease of 
plums, and for potato scab, blight and 
beetles. 

The Bordeaux mixture is made by 
dissolving four pounds ot copper sul- 
phate, and four pounds of unslacked 
lime in fifty gallons of water. Prof. 
Whitten's method of making it Is to 
dissolve the copper sulphate by put- 
ting it in a sack and suspending it 
over a tub, containing at least four 
Kallons ot water, so the bottom of the 
bag just touches the water. When it 
is dissolved, dilute to fifteen or tweuty 
gallons, iheti pour those two together, 
and add water, making fifty gallons. 
Both lime and sulphate must be 
diluted before being put together, or 
chemical action will injure the solu- 
tion. The Bordeaux mixture is the 
best general fungicide. 

Corn Experiments. 

After repeated experiments with 
corn, at the Illinois experiment sta- 
tion, the station agriculturist in sum- 
marizing results says that commonly, 
medium-maturing varieties gave 
slightly the highest average yield, but 
in 1985 the late varieties gave the 
highest average yield. 

The earliest planting did not secure 
the greatest yield. Medium plantings 
grow faster, attain greater develop- 
ment, and secure a higher yield than 
either extremely early or extreme!',' 
late. 

Thicker plantings give the highest 
yield, but smaller ears and more nub- 
bins. When planted thick, a oousid- 



variety and season, but the reason is 
unknown. 

The experiments showed— what 
all farmers find in practice— that land 
continuously iu corn without addition 
of fertility has a tendency to a decrease 
of yield. Barn-yard manure applied 
annually gives added yield, but Is of 
no advantage in extremely dry season*. 
Commercial fertilizers exerted no ef- 
fect in the experiments . It was 
found, however, that land uud. 
rotation containing clover gave a 
cidedly superior yield. This is, also, 
in line with tho experience of 
thousands of farmars. As a matter 
of fact, a rotation containing clover 
promises tho simplest, cheapest and 
most effective method of i-mUmug and 
maintaining soil fertility.— St. Louis 
Journal of Agriculture.

Lient. Col. Wm. Ludlow, of the 
Engineer Corps of the United States 
army, and chairman of the commis- 
sion sent to Nicaragua to investi- 
gate the maritime canal plans, was 
before the House Committee on 
Commerce, to testify as to the re- 
sults of his inquires on the isthmus. 
Col. Ludlow held that while the 
prospect was entirely feasible the 
isthmus presented physical condi- 
tions which made the work one of 
most formidable ever under- 
taken. No adequate data had as 
yet been formulated for the prose- 
cution of the enterprise. One 
thousand millions might be sunk, 
he said, without result if proper 
and sufficient plans and data were 
not perfected before the work was 
begun. So far as could be foreseen 
mi seven to ten years would be 
quired for the completion of the 
nal, but no mini could foretell all 
the difficulties which might arise. 
Col. Ludlow expressed no opinion 
as to the qualifications of Lieut. 
Menocal, the Canal Company's 
chief engineer. 

In conclusion, Col. Ludlow stated 
that while he had gone to Nicara- 
gua with favorable impressions con- 
cerning the company's project, he 
had left with grave doubts of the 
feasibility of the whole plan, his 
doubts -were inspired by the com- 
pany's failure to furnish necessary 
information. 

Cultivating Potatoes 

Mr. N. A. Shepherd, of Eden, Mo ., 
writes to the St. Louis Agriculture. 
The article is full of (■ound reasoning 
and common sense and is as follows: 
"In a favorable season and especially 
hen the planting has been done deep 
lough to permit, level cultivation 
ill give the best results. Ono of the 
nportant items in securing a good 
row Hi and yield with potatoes is to 
icure plenty of moisture ; and, taking 
leycar with another, planting the 
•ed deep, and keeping the soil level 
id fine, thoroughly stirring the sur- 
face, will aid materally in retaining' 
moisturo In the soil. During the 
early part of the season there is usually 
no difficulty in securing moisture, but 
as hot, dry weather comes on if the 
soil is thrown open in ridges, as is 
often done, the soil dries out very rap- 
idly and often the crop is cut short in 
this way. I have carefully given level 
cultivation and hilling up, weighing 
tho product at the end of the season, 
and unless the season is wet through- 
out, level cultivation will got the best 
yield, both in quality and quantity, 
while tho soil will bo in a better con- 
dition for the next crop. 

One of the best plans of cultivation 
I have ever tried, is to give a thor- 
ough harrowing within ten days after 
the planting is finished. This destroys 
young weeds and keeps the soil it 
a good tilth. A second harrowiiij 
can be given as sonu as the plants 
■hOW well above ground. Using the 
harrow is a more economical way of 
cultivating than any o'her, unless we 
except tho weeder, and the best time 
to use the weeder is alter a thorough 
harrowing has been given. When 
tho drat cultivation is given, care 
should be taken to mark as close to 
the plants as possible, thoroughly stir 
ring tho surface. As tho plants grov

Louisville Tooacco Market. 

Salea on our market for the week 
just closed amount to 3530 hhds. with 
receipts for the same period 1354 hhds. 
Sales on our market since January 1, 
amount to 67,495 hhds. Bales of the 
crop of 1895 on our market to this date 
amount to 64,660 hhds . 

We have had another week of de- 
cidly light receipts and an increase 
cannot be hoped for until we have 
more lavorablo weather conditions. 
Much the largest percentage of the of- 
ferings of hurley tobacco this week 
have been in very soft order; prices 
for such are very low. The market 
for all grades iu good condition, 
about as it has been tor some time past 
with possibly a little better feeling for 
the colory typos. From this time for- 
ward parlies should be very particular 
as to the order of their tobacco.
